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DETAILED ACTION 

1 This action is responsive to the RCE filed on January 30/ 2003. 

2 Claims 12-24 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3 The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 12, is indefinite because the claim recites the limitation " (F) at least one 
formulating additive, characterized by a content of (B) biuret". It is unclear whether 
component (B) is a part of component (F). Clarification and/or correction is required. 

Claims 13-24 are dependent on rejected claim, therefore, these claimed are 
rejected as well. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4 The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5 Claims 12-15, 17-19 and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kayane et al. (4,548,612). 
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Kayane (US' 612) teaches an aqueous reactive dye composition comprising a 
halo-triazine compound of the formula (2), that has a p-sulphatoethylsulphonyl group 
(see col. 7, formula (2)), urea and thickener. The dyeing composition comprises 5 part 
(percentage) of the dye compound (see col. 17, Example 15) and has a pH in the range of 
4.5 to 6.5 which falls within the claimed range (see col. 3, lines 32-33). Kayane also 
teaches a method for dyeing or printing fiber materials, which comprises contacting the 
fiber materials with the dye composition as described above (see col. 2, lines 9-12). 
Kayane teaches all the limitations of the claims. Hence, Kayane anticipates the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
6 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16 and 20-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kayane et al. (4,548,612). 

The disclosure of Kayane (US' 612) is summarized above. Kayane does not teach 
a process for the production of a dyeing composition as claimed. However, Kayane 
teaches that the dye composition may be prepared in a conventional manner using the 
thickener along with conventional printing assistants such as urea (see col. 5, lines 1-5). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having an ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to make such a dyeing composition because the reference 
teaches that the dyeing composition may be prepared in a conventional manner using the 
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thickener along with conventional printing assistants such as urea (see col. 5, lines 1-5), 
and, thus, a person of ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to prepare the dyeing 
composition by dissolving or mixing the reactive dye compound and urea derivatives in 
an aqueous solution, absent, unexpected results. 

Response to Applicant's Arguments 

7 Applicant's arguments filed 1/30/2003 have been fully considered but they are 
rendered moot in view of new ground of rejection. 

Conclusion
